WOODBINE'S STANLEY PRODUCE STAKES 



Great Assemblage Views Some 
High-Class Racing. 



Busy Signal Wins Latonia Handi- 
cap from Start to Finish — 
Westwood Defeats Flags. 



LATONIA. K.V.. September 29.— E. K. Brailley’s 
good three-year-old filly Busy Signal triumphed 
over a fine hand that started in the Latonia 
Handicap, featuring today’s opening of Latonia 
autumn racing. Ginger followed her to the finish, 
with King Gorin and Minto II. fighting it out 
stubbornly for third place. The net value of the 
race to the winner was $6,020. 

Eleven started, with the Bradley filly an out- 
standing favorite. This, too, in spite of the fact 
that she was conceding much weight to the others 
under the weight- for- age scale. Her bad i>ost 
behavior caused a delay of the start, but when 
it came Mnrray took advantage of her fast begin - 
ing to cut across the others from an outer posi- 
tion, resulting in interference to many, notably 
Minto II. It gave Busy Signal an additional ad- 
vantage. for she raced into a good lead at once 
and held sway to the end, beating Ginger home 
under mild riding. Minto II. was forced back at 
the start to last place and Lunsford guided him 
wide around the first turn. He was going well in 
in the stretch and seemingly assured of third place, 
when tbe rider ceased urging his mount, enabling 
King Gorin to nose him out of third place. 

The stewards promptly took cognisance of Mur- 
ray’s offense ut the start and suspended him for 
ten days. 

In the three-quarter handicap, serving as a sec- 
ondary feature, a rattling duel developed between 
Westwood and Flags, the final stride determining 
the result with Westwood the victor. Flags 
had up one hundred and thirty -two pounds and 
the weight was a telling factor right at the end. 

Big fields were the rule throughout the afternoon, 
hut excellent si>ort was the order, most of the fin- 
ishes being of the close variety. Surprises came 
in several of the races. The victory of Muskallongc 
iil the third race over some highly-rated youngsters 
was particularly unexpected. He showed fine 
speed for the entire race and won easily from 
Brunswick ami Rangoon. 

Furbelow began proceedings with a victory over 
some fleet sprinters in the opener. She began 
poorly, having been away slowly, but wore the 
others down in good style and outstayed l)r. Car 
men at the finish. 

Today’s attendance exceeded by far any opening 
day crowd at this course for fall meeting. In 
the throng were many visitors from other cities. 
The Chicago and Louisville delegations were par- 
ticularly noticeable.

A. L. Kirby has arranged to ship his horses to 
New Orleans in charge of S. Hess.

Jockey Kennedy had to suspend riding in the 
fourth and fifth races on account of an eye injury 
in the third race, but resumed riding in the sixth 
and piloted J. C. Stone and Pif Jr., both K. 
Baker’s horses, to victory. 

The full battery of mutuel machines here was in 
operation during the afternoon and it r»*quired a 
force of 270 men to keep up with the wants of 
those speculatively inclined. 

TRAINING GALLOPS EAST AND WEST 



TORONTO. Ont., September 29. — The Stanley 
Produce Stakes, an open sweepstakes for three-year- 
olds. was offered as the feature attraction at 
Woodbine Park this afternoon and brought out a 
good band of Canudian-breds to contest it. Frank 
Murphy signalized his return to the saddle by win- 
ning with Woodbine from the Brookdale Stable. 
Woodbine won out in the /iual sixteenth under a 
hard drive from Sweet Bouquet, while Algonquin was 
third. The winner was extensively supported and 
w r ent to the post the shortest priced winner of the 
day. 

Rain which fell this morning had but little ef- 
fect on the going, which, after being turned over 
by the harrows, was good during the remainder of 
the afternoon. The cold and unseasonable weather 
had no effect on the attendance, which was of 
large proportions. Racing throughout the day was 
of a spirited order, a number of contests being 
decided by short margins. 

The Michaelmas Handicap, for three -year -olds, 
a dash of three- quarter* of a mile, furnished a 
tilt for players when Polythia. ridden by Dodd, led 
home Ikey T. and Irish Jig. The Coventry Steeple- 
chase offered thrills and spills and found Algardi 
and Stucco battling it out alone at the finish, the 
former winning by a short head. Dandy fell at 
the second fence and rolled over jockey Stretch. 
Fortunately cn examination the latter was found 
to bo slightly shaken tip. 

Silas Veitch has sold the aged plater Little 
Nearer to J. Hope. The latter will take her to 
Cuba for winter racing. 

R. Newall has purchased the bay yearling by 
Calgary — Hampton Dame from W. Krausman. 

Harry Giddings lias two yearlings by Anmer that 
have been given their preliminary racing lessons 
here. Anmer is a gift to the Canadian breeding 
industry by King George of England. 

At a meeting of the Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions, which was held this morning at Woodbine 
Park, several important matters were dealt with. 
The suspension Incurred by jockey F. Murphy at 
Dorval last spring was lifted aud he was restored 
to good standing. The ruling of the Montreal 
Jockey Club against George Phillips at the fall 
meeting was confirmed. The meeting was ad- 
journed until Thursday morning, when all unfinished 
business will bo completed. 

Jockey T. Nolan departed for Laurel, Md.. last 
night to rejoin the main division of the J. K. L. 
Ross stable. 

T. J. Donohue will ship Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s 
stable of steeplechasers to Pimlico Saturday. 

The stables of W. Wilson, C. E. Murray and J. F. 
Hynes will also ship to Laurel on Saturday. 

Clyde Phillips will take five of the Arthur string 
to Kenilworth on Saturday for racing at that point. 

Jockey F. Murphy will complete the Canadian sea- 
son with the Brookdale stable under trainer George 
Walker. F. Munson will have cliarge of the boy ’a 
book.

ON WATCH CONTINUES WINNING WAY 



NEW YORK. X. Y.. September 29.— The ltoslyn 
Handicap, feature of the day’s racing at Aqueduct, 
brought only two to the post in On Watch and 
Captain Alcock. the improved three -year-old which 
caused comment when he won at Belmont Park re- 
cently. after showing poor form in all his previous 
races this year. The withdrawal of Fair Gain. 
Cleopatra and Sea Mint, however, did not detract 
front the speculative feature of the race, ns both 
colts haul stanch hacking around even money. On 
Watch followed Captain Alcock until an eighth, 
when he challenged aud came cn to win pulled up. 
Time time, 1 :44%, for the condition of the course, 
in, tile the race a remarkably good one. 

The three leading riders at Aqueduct — Kummer. 
Elisor and Mooney — finished first, second and third 
with Beaumarais, Sir Clarence and Le Gattlois in 
the third race, an affair for maiden thrce-.vear- 
olds and over, at six and one-half furlongs. Beau 
inarais was the odds-on choice and. taking the lead 
at the start, increased it to six lengths at the fin- 
ish. Sir- Clarence, which suffered from interfer- 
ence during the early running, came fast when clear 
and got up in the closing strides to beat Le Gattlois 
for saeond money. Invincible showed early speed, 
but quit badly in the stretch. 

The Miss Woodford Handicap, for mares of all 
ages, at six and one-half furlongs, furnished a 
close finish between Mile. Vivian and Tailor Maid, 
the former just lasting. Lunetta. the favorite, fin- 
ished third. Fruit Cake followed Mile. Vivian for 
the first sixteenth and raced into the lead just be 
fore turning in the stretch. At this juncture Fruit 
Cuke and Elected II. came wide to get the better 
going, while Miller brought Mile. Vivian next to 
the rail, saving several lengths. He held her there 
to the finish Tailor Maid loomed up dangerously 
when a sixteenth out ami just failed to get up 
She would Jinve won in a few more strides. 

Jockey Knsor. astride Tamarisk, the odds-on fa- 
vorite. accounted for the opening dash. Tamarisk 
needed the best Ensor had in his shop to enable her 
to last, it out to defeat Vibrate, the second choice. 
It was a ding-dong finish between the two for the 
lust sixteenth of a mile. Day Lilly, prominent all 
the way. finished third five lengths behind Vibrate. 

J. A. Coburn claimed Thornhcdge out of the fifth 
race Tuesday for $2,205. 

M. Kornblooui has bought Santa Claus from John

CLOSE FINISHES AT HAVRE DE GRACE 



HAVRE I>E GRACE, Md.. September 29. — Pane 
ply, tile I»eter Pan filly from the Whitney stable, 
carrying top weight of 115 iamnds in the Harford 
Consolation Handicap at three-quarters of a mile 
for three -year -olds and over, showed a dazzling 
flight of speed and won by a head from J. J. Far- 
rell. Jr.’s. Mock Orange in a rousing drive. E. B. Mr 
Lean’s Siren Maid was third. Hustled away by 
jockey Rodriguez, the Whitney filly opened a long 
lead in the early running, going the quarter in 23% 
and the half In 46%, but apparently was short and 
had to be ridden out to withstand the challenge of 
Mock Orange, which closed fast under the energetic 
riding of A Allen. This marked the third race in 
five in which the colored rider was heatcu by a 
narrow margin. 

Some of the most interesting racing of the meet- 
ing was witnessed today and a large midweek at- 
tendance was on hand to enjoy it. Close and hard 
fought finishes marked several of the dashes, this 
l**ing jiarticularly true in the third, fourth and 
fifth races. 

Six or seven more carloads of horses left this 
morning for Laurel. Practically all the remainder 
of thoroughbreds quartered here will follow tomor- 
row or Friday.
